a. Referred to the forthcoming trip of Senators Bridges and Symington 
to France and Rome for the purpose of looking into Communist penetration in 

plants engaged in war production for the U.S., and asked | |to asuimine 9F;X1 

what we have on hand on this subject and furnish him a brief report. Mr. 

Dulles said it might be well to make certain of this information available 
to the Senators. Mr. Kirkpatrick suggested that possibly the best way to 
handle this would be to give them a briefing. The Director noted that after 
he had seen the material and received recommendations from I las to 

who is best prepared to give such a briefing, he would in all probability 
call Senator Bridges. 

b. Noted it had been reported to him that a room in "M" Building — 
which he thought was 1040 — was apparently open to anyone who might desire 
to enter. The Director said the particular room he had in mind was that 
one which contained NIE*s and stated one of our e^loyees had entered this 
room and been allowed to read selected Estimates with no request for identi- 
fiotion and/or need to know" being asked. Mr. Kirkpatrick stated the Director 
had reported this to him once before and it had been determined there was ao 
Room 1040 in M Building. Mr, Sheldon undertook to check into this matter and 
report to the Director. 


c. Noted in a conversation with Admiral Radford this morning the Admiral 
had suggested that in our psychological warfare activities we use the word 
Colony for Satellites. The Director said he thought this had merit and 
asked DD/P to consider it. 


d. Noted he had received a memorandum from AD/Personnel requesting 
authority to renew advertising in the newspapers for personnel, noting this 
request had indicated that as a result of the "stop" on advertising we were 
experiencing difficulties in obtaining personnel in the clerical grades. 

Colonel White said this was somewhat contrary to information recently furnished
